A special meeting of the share- 


holders of The Kingston Co-opera- 


• tive Savings and Loan Associa- 


tion will be held at the associa- 
tion offices, 293 Wall street, on 
June 27 at 7-30 o'clock for the 
purpose of voting on the proposi- 
tion of changing the name of the 
association. 


The new name proposed is Sav- 


ings and Loan Association of 
Kingston. 


Asked this morning as to the 


reason for the change of the name 
at this time, E. Frank Flanagan, 
president, stated that one of the 
purposes was to condense the 
name and the second reason was 
that the business of the associa- 
tion has changed in character dur- 
ing the past few years. 


In the past the chief business 


of the association was the loaning 
of money for building on a co- 
operative basis but that of late 
with the decrease in interest rates 
this plan has been practically re- 
placed by the new "direct reduc- 
tion mortgage" plan. This plan has 
been adopted by practically all 
loan associations because of the 
benefit which comes to the bor- 
rower.

Under Old Plan 
, 


' 
Under the old plan the money 


was loaned on property'and paid 
back in monthly installments with 
half of the payment being credited 
to the interest account on the 
loan and the other half on the 
reduction of principal. Equal pay- 
ments were made over a period 
of about 144 months. 


The direct reduction plan pro- 


vides for monthly payments on 
principal and as the principal is 
paid back the interest payments 
are decreased, interest being paid 
only upon the balance due on 
principal. In this way as payments 
are made less of the monthly pay- 
ment is credited to interest ac- 
count and more is applied on the 
reduction of principal. It is estim- 
ated that over the period of pay- 
ment, slightly less than twelve 
years, the borrowed benefits to 
the amount of about $70 on each 
51,000 of the principal loan 


A change in the name has been 


contemplated for some time but 
the matter was brought to a head 
at this time because of the erec- 
tion of the new building by the 
association on Wall street which 
will house the offices in the near 
future. In erection of the building 
the shorter name will be inscribed 
on the structure if authorized at 
the special meeting.

Excited, chattering Chinese and 


white residents of the district, 
routed from their beds by the 
clatter of engines responding to 
four alarms and the screams and 
shouts of desperate 
men 
and 


women fleeing for 
their lives, 


jammed 
the 
crooked 
narrow 


streets for hours. 


The firemen, who were j'oined 


by Mayor LaGuardia during the 
height of the fire, worked under 
extreme difficulties in the twist- 
ing streets. 
Four firemen were 


injured. 


For half an hour after they had 


sighted a man clinging to a hre 
escape which threatened at any 
moment- to fall, 
the 
firemen 


worked under a protective bar- 
rage of water to rescue the man. 
Eventually he was brought down, 
only to die later in a hospital.

will never play baseball again. 


Barrow's statement came after 


Gehrig had turned over to him the 
formal report made by Mayo 
clinic experts. Gehrig had spent 
several days in the clinic in order 
to have a thorough check made of 
his physical condition. 


The one-time great "iron man" 


first baseman had been worried 
about his condition all year. After 
making a bad showing in the field 
and at the bat during the early 


rt of the season, Gehrig volun- 


tarily benched himself on May 2, 
thus ending his consecutive games 
streak at 2,130 games. 


He sat on the bench for several 


weeks but could not regain his 
strength. Finally he decided to 
put himself in the hands of ex-

Japanese Capture

British Issue at Tientsin 
Resolves Into Apparent 


Game of Patience 


and Diplomacy 


(By The Associated Press) 


Japan easily captured the port 


ot Swatow today, tightening her 
grasp on the South China coast, 
while in the north her issue with 
Britain at 
Tientsin 
apparently 


settled down to a drawn-out test 
of patience. 


Dispatches from Swatow said 


800 Japanese soldiers, their way 
cleared by air raids and a naval 
bombardment, reached the city 
during the morning and, encoun- 
tering little resistance, continued 
inland. 


Despite long preparations, Chi- 


nese failed to carry out the cus- 
tomary "scorched earth" destruc- 
tion of the city of 178,000, 
220 


miles east of Canton. Anticipat- 
ing the landing, more than half 
of the Chinese civilian population 
had fled. 


Both Britain and Japan were 


waiting for the other to make the 
first peace overtures in the eight- 
day-old Tientsin crisis. 


In Tokyo, British Ambassador 


Sir Robert Leslie Craigie called 
on Renzo Sawada, Japanese vice 
minister of foreign affairs, to 
urge discontinuance of alleged 
discrimination against Britons in 
Tientsin. 


Evacuations Continue 


With 1,000 British women and 


children being removed from the 
Dlockaded British concession at 
Tientsin, men in the besieged 
aiea expressed belief they would 
x- better able to care for them- 
selves.

This, with a 
drop of 5% cents in June delivery 
silk, offset steadiness in other 
staples and the commodity index 
showed a loss for the day. Wheat 
showed a steady undertone and 
closed up to half a cent higher in 
Chicago.

New Yorkers Pay 


More for Milk 


New York, June 21 <Jf>.—A new 


price 
schedule 
increasing 
the 


amount paid to farmers for their 
milk and cream was followed im- 
mediately today by an advance of 
one-half cent a quart in the cost 
tot, consumers. 


The rise in the retail price of 


all grades was announced by the 
Sheffield and Borden companies, 
major distributors, after the New 
York Metropolitan Milk Distribu- 
tors, Inc., and the Metropolitan 
Cooperative Producers Bargaining 
Agency agreed last night on a 
new price schedule for producers. 


The increase brought the cost 


of Grade "B" delivered milk here 
to 12 cents a quart and Grade "A" 
milk to 15 cents. 


The new schedule will remain in 


effect only until July 1, when the 
federal-state 
marketing 
agree- 


ment, validated recently by the 
supreme court, becomes effective. 
A further increase in prices for 
the farmers and consumers is ex- 
pected then. 


Under the schedule distributors 


handling 55 per cent of the milk 
used in the metropolitan area 
agreed to pay farmers $1.60 per 


hundredweight 
(4*. quarts) for 


fluid milk of 3.5 per cent butterfat 
content bought for resale in the 
retail trade. 
Farmers will get 11.45 per hun- 


dredweight for milk for sale to 
the wholesale trade and $1.40 per 
hundredweight for cream.

Homer S. Rolfe, president of the 
producers group, and W. J. Mac- 
Ikay, chairman of the distributors 
committee, said negotiations for 
the higher schedule had been un- 
derway for a month.

Washington, 
June 21 <*).—If 


you own any government bonds is- 
sued in George Washington's ad- 
ministration, the treasury would 
like to have you turn them m for 
cash. 


Officials explained today that it 


would save a lot of bookkeeping, 
which grows year by year as var- 
ious federal securities are called 
for redemption. 


At the last count, there were 


$65,000,000 worth of overdue se- 
curities on the list of those lost or 
held out, including $50,757 worth 
of 1791 issues. Several million 
dollars worth of securities issued 
on the "reconstruction era" after 
the Civil War still are outstand- 
ing, and every year two or three 
of these bonds are found in attics 
and presented for payment. 


Of more recent vintage are $3,- 


241,782 worth of thrift and treas- 
ury savings stamps that school 
children and their parents bought 
during the World War, and should 
-have been cashed long ago. 


After a security is due for apy- 


ment,,interest on it stops and the 
owner gams nothing by keeping it 
longer. 
- -If the interest did go on, the 
'rivners of those 1791 issues would 
be pretty rich. That "stock"—the 
term used for bonds at that time 
—bore 6 per cent interest.

Report Received 


The annual report. of the sur- 


vey, which is made each year by 
the Tuberculosis Division of the 
New York State Department of 
Health, has just been received by 
the Ulster County Tuberculosis 
Hospital. During this period, 128 
patient* suffering from pulmonary 
tuberculosis have been treated at 
the hospital, with a total number 
of 19,253 hospital days. The per- 
centage of utilization lias been 
912 per cent with a net cost to 
Ulster county of $3.20 per day. 
Fifty 
patients have been dis 


charged, practically all of whom 
were arrested, quiescent or im 
proved. Sixty new cases of tuber 
culotls were diagnosed at the 208 
clinics held at the hospital, and 
2,554 examinations were made 
During the past year 86 patients 
hay* been under treatment by 
artificial pneumothorax. Dr. Rob- 
ert E. Plunkett, General Superin- 
tendent of Tuberculosis Hospitals 
in New York state, has made tht 
following remarks and recommen- 
dations concerning this 
annua 
survey. 


"No important changes were 


effected on the buildings during 
last year, only routine repairs anc 
some minor improvements have 
been made. As in the past the 
administration of the institution 
is efficiently conducted. At pres- 
ent, plans are being considered for 
landscaping the grounds and for 
re-surfacing the road leading to 
th 
" 
the hospital. 


"The medical records are well 


kept and up to date. During the 
fiscal year under consideration the 
sanatorium was utilized to 94 per 
cent of its capacity, a total of 128 
adult patients having been treat- 
ed." 


"In this respect, it is to be noted 


that of the fifty tuberculosis pa- 
tients discharged during the year 
only* three were classified as ar- 
rested and seven 
as quiescent 


while 37 were discharged as only 
improved and three as unimproved. 
These figures, however, do not re- 
flect accurately the true results of 
the hospital's activities, which have 
continued to be on a high level of 
efficiency. 
The timely institution 


of pneumothorax treatment on a 
large number of 
patients, soon 


after their admission, allows for 
the early discharge of many of 
them whose disease, because of 
the short duration of the treat- 
ment, cannot be classified either as

fendant as the betrayer of "a 
sacred-public- trust"- and -assessed 
the maximum penalty—two years 
in prison and a $10,000 fine. 


Declaring' the case of Manton, 


convicted June 3 on conspiracy 
charges, was unprecedented in 
the .150-year-history.of American 
jurisprudence,-Judge Chesnut said 
its" closest parallel was the remoV' 
al from oftice of Francis Bacon, 
lord chancellor of-England, 
for 


bribery 300 years ago. 


Judge Chesnut gave Manton 


and George :M.. Spector, insurance 
man and co^defendant, 30 days to 
file defense bills of exception after 
.notice of appeal. Spector, who

Milwaukee, June 21—Discovery 


of a new celestial mystery, a star 
which appears to be having a vol- 
canic eruption, was described to 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science here to- 
day. 


It looks at present, in photo- 


graphs, much like an automobile 
headlight seen side-on in a dark 
night. A huge, fan-shaped beam 
of light is spreading outward 
from one side of the star. The 
light has much the same shape as 
a comet's tail and is called a com- 
etary nebula. 


This tail, or eruption, was dis- 


covered at Yerkes Observators, 
early this year, and reported to- 
day by Dr. John Titus. Spectro- 
scopes have identified the light as 
probably a reflected glow. The 
general opinion is that the erup- 
tion is gas. 


The star has been named 1 -1939 


Orionis, from the fact that it is 
near the constellation Orion. It 
ies in a black patch in the milky 
way, its magnitude nine, which 
means it is not visible without aid 
of a small telescope. 


There is a complete photo- 


graphic record of an explosion 
which brought the tail to light 
In the last four years the star has 
multiplied 
in 
brightness 
3,600 


times. Before that it was merely 


pin point, of 17th magnitude, 


visible only in the greatest tele- 
;copes.
